Buying new stampsxxatscaie cash at camps

TWIN FALLS - This Memorial Day 
weekend, the U.S. Forest Service will Introduce 
its "Camp Stamps" program, which can save 
campers 15 percent on camping fees. 

The new, nationwide program enables 
campers'lo pre-purchase camp stamps good for 
covering fees at national forest campgrounds. 

"The neat thing Is^lhat It's more of a 
business-like way than 'what we've been doing 
In the past,” Sawtooth Notional Forest Super- 
visor Ron Stolcson. "By buying stamps people 
con save 15 percent," Stoleson said, "and they 
carry over from year to year and are good at 
any national forest campground in the coun- 
try." 

Instead of putting money In the campground 
fee envelopes, those who buy the discount 


stamps can allix them to the uuisiac of the fee 
envelope. Stamps come In $3, $2, $1 and S0< 
denominations. And $10 worth of stamps are 
sold for $8.50. The Forest Service will continue 
to accept cash, however, as well as stamps. 

The stamps are available now in area 
Safeway stores, says Andy Anderson, manager 
of the Lynnwood Safeway store.' Safeway has 
two stores In Twin Falls, and one each in Buhl, 
Mountain . Home, Ketchum, and Jerome.

Forum focuses on how to ciid rural residents

Farmers, counselors, pastors gather for discussion 


KIMBERLY — Seeking ways the chut^h 
can address problems faced by rural resi- 
dents, about 7a fanners, counselors, pastors 
and' rural residents gathered at Kimberly 
United Methodist Church lost Sunday even- 
ing for a forum sponsored by the Filer-bas^ 
Small Church/Rural Life Center of the Unit- 
ed MclhdBlst.Church. 

"Not all farmers ere In trouble and we are 
thankful for- that," said Shoshone resident 
. Sue Westendorf, a counselor for the Center 
of New Dlrect/ons and volunteer on the farm 
crisis hotline: "But the problem looks so bad 
that we wonder what we can do in one agen- 


cy.’ 


Westendorf was one of four panelists ad- 
dressing the group. Other panelists Were 
Tom Lewis, farm management coordinator 
ot the College of Southern Idaho; .Wayne 
Schneider, vice president at First Security 
Bank. Twin Fal ls; and Mar y Baker, a 
Rlcfifield'dali7 farmer. 

, "Fahners, -lending institutions and the 
government share the blame (for the rural 
crisis)/’ Schneider told the group. "But the 
farmer is the one who suffers Ihe most." 

Short-term aid, such as food, clothing and 
legal assistance, is not .readily available 


locally, said Westendorf, and pastors often 
do not know where to find the resources to 
help those In need.. 


Edna Kulken, president of the local Mentd 
Health Association, said that traditional 
views of the Independent, self-reliant farmer 
make it cspecially-difflcult for them tO‘a^ 
for assistance, - and they may become 
depressed, even suicidal 


of the area. "If agriculture fails, the city 
will fall — including other businesses," he 
said. "‘The (United Methodist) church could 
take a great leap forward by Initiating some 
kind of program -r but no other church is of* 
ferlhga program, either." 


“1 am' not afraid farmers are going to 
starve to death, but I am afraid they may 
kill themselves,” Kulken said. 

Lewis expressed concern about the future 


Lewis su^ested a $250,000 non-denomina- 
tlonal, non-partisan corporation that would 
aid ■locnnarmers’by providing low-interest 
loansr scholarship and rcsear^ assistance, 
hotline funding and a locally based Interna- 
tional trade center. 

Most of * the discussion centered on 


smaller-scale solutions, with partlclpantR'*| 
agreeing that churches need to give moro. -^^ 
active support to those in trouble. 

A local pastor suggested churches fori® , 
"care-^vlng" groups to meet regularly for 
prayer "and be sensitive to what Is happen- / 
Ingaroilridus.” 

“As church members, it is hard to walk up - 
to someone and soy, ‘if you want to talk, I 
arh here.' But that Is what we need to do/_ 
Baker said. 

The Rev. Bruce McConnell, director of the 
Small Church/Rurai Life Center, said he was 
pleased with the attendance and discussion 
at the forum., "We need to contlnue to pur- 
sue ways we can address these things ; 
together," he said. I

* ’ MOSCOW (AP) - A Soviet news- 
paper said Friday that parts'*of the 
ichemobyl nuclear ' plant are so 
'radioactive that cleanup crews can 

' ;work only minutes at a time, 'and in- 
dicated some of the 92,000 evacuees 
;fron? the area may never return. 

■ “ -The weekly Nedelya .quoted Ivan 
Plyushch, head of the Kiev regional 
'government, as saying: "It has 
become clear that evacuees will not 
be returning home as soon as they 
would like. Evidently, we will gradu- 
ally be settling them In other 
places." 

^ Plyushch’s phrasing Indicated the 
'resettlement could be permanent. 
The' newspaper, a weekly supple- 
ment ' to the government dally 
Izvestla, gave no hint of how many 
evacuees from an 16-mlle radius of 
the Ukrainian nuclear power plant' 
may never return home. 

Soviet media said earlier this week 
that .10,000 new homes were being i 
built for evacuees, along with bams 
for the livestock they took with 
them. 

Plyushch said more homes would 
be built and dwellings that became 
vacant would be turned over to peo- 
ple from the Chernobyl hrea. 

Nedclya’s rc^rt that men equip- 
ped with respirators and protective 
clothing could work in some parts of 
the plant for only a few minutes at a 
stretch suggests that radlatiol^ 
levels In the plant settlement of 
Prlpyat also remain dangerously 
high.
